Robt. McMillftu (who went over to Smi 
Juan Island as .special oflicor) was i)laced 
on the stand, ilo. to.stitied thnt he knew 
the pri,soiier.s; had vi.^itcil the Koeiio of 
the innrdcrs; saw .several footjirintn in 
a plotighed held ulonK-ihlo of where tlip 
two last fnrrov.s were turnotl, as if some 
party had boon walking with Dvrjer 
whilst i)lougliiiig. Examined tlio foot- 
prints as well as tho boots worn by the 
prisoner Joe. and found that the foot- 
prints agreed with the boots a.s regards 
size and onila. Joe made a statement to 
\ritiieBS and admitted having borrowed a 
gun on the 15th May. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Drake — There 
had been a gfood many people in the Held 
liefove IgOt tUore; the footmarks had been 
<!overcd over by the Mufjintnite ; tlioro 
were lot.s of other luark-s; the nvirkH were 
aiipposed to be a week old ; examined J oo's 
bouts in prison on the 25th nit. and made 
a memorandum on a loose sheet of paper 
of the deacriptioD of tbefootmarks., Taore 
■wore seven rows of nails, which is quite 
a common way of nailing American boots. 
I measured the length of the impression 
with a willow; I have not brought the 
willow; I did not have it \7lion I nioa-iiir- 
ed Joa's boots; measured thoni with span 
cit my band. Dwyer and liis wife were 
• sett rilive on Wednesday; op Friday they 
were found dead. Joe said lie wont a 
liuntinf^ with his gun. 

Mr. Courtney applied for a further re- 
mand for the prisoners. 

Mr. Drake vigoronsly opposed the ap- 
plication and said that if mei) wore to bo 
judged by the number of rows of pegs in 
their boots, abont one-half those now in 
Court should be placed in the dock. Kio 
■was arrested because he happened to have 
a brother wlio had seven roWB of nails in 
his boots. [.VppIanso.J 

]\Ir. Courtney said lie would not press 
for a remand as against the other pri.son ■ 
ers, but ho demanded that Joe should be 
iicld for further examinntiont 

Tho Magistrate said that in his opinion 
tliere was no evidence to commit -any oi^ 
the prisoner.^; but lie wonld hold Joe and 
liberate tho three others. 

Joe was remanded for one week and 
the others discharged.

The ( i rand ,Tury have very properly 
called attention tcj the very unsatisfactory 
.state of our roads. Who is to blame, 
whi'ther our members or tho Lands and 
Works Department, I know nut. Ono 
thing is but too evident, that last fall, 
owing to bad weather, work on the road 
between Cherry Creek and Duck's was 
suspended, ami grading in places was left 
half done. Material for bridgevi, needed 
btidly, is now lying whore left last No- 
vember, .anil teams have to scramble along 
sido hills or acro.ss gulches as best they 
can. What makes tlie matter still worse 
teams, tools, and provisions, loft over and 
i paid for out of the aju'ropriation for this 
road, have been taken lo Lillooet and 
other jiortions of the Province, 

The ctmtract system, iis applied b.v the 
Government, is not giving general H;vtis- 
factiou. It may sound very well for jjoli- 
tical economists in Victoria to insist on 
every piece of work being given out to 
public competition, and that of courss 
means to the lowest tender, no matter 
whether the person tendering is eomjie- 
tent to carry on the work or not; bocausj 
no bubordiuate ollicer will care about 
taking tho responsibility of accepting any 
but the lowest tender, even when he 
kuowB full well thatthe pArt\' cannot com- 
)deto the work according to s|)ecitications. 
The theory may look well .but the ( rovern- 
meut will Iind that it will fail most sig- 
nally ivhcn attenipt:;d to Ix* I'arriod out. 
Take f(.ir example, tho Lleadman (heek 
road and bridge, a ■work which should 
have been completed by the 1st of ^lay 
at tho latest. Every pound of goods 
going over the road has to jiay a higher 
rate . .f fi-i'i:,'ht owing to the heav.v grade 
and dangerous stale of tha road. Alre:nl\- 
over eiglitv tlioiisar.d jiounds have passed 
over the road; admitting the extra freight 
paid to bo one quarter of a cent, we tind 
that tho people of this settlement are 
taxed to tho extent of two hundred did- 
lars, and the same hardshii) is felt when 
farmers are L'Xportin.g thidr grain. 

The siieciii.Mtioiis re.iuiied that the 
work should l.e eoiiii. let. h1 by tho 1st of 
,Iiine. We are now in the end of ;M;iy ami 
the lirst timber of the Ijridge has yet to 
be laid.

Parties dasiring to 
pro-einpl prefer making their appli.'iUion 
in pors(m , ami 1 fre.jiuuitly hear of per- 
sons going to iuimloops supposing that 
Mr, JJoyd (who, hod that power at (;nc 
time atLytton) Cohld make the nocnssary 
reco' dh'. I have no means of knowing 
how many proromption records are ma.lo 
on the wagon road or iu tlie lower portion 
of tho District, but I am uortain they are 
few .•ompaie.l with the number made past 
of tho road.

ho ooiisnraod. We are goveniodiohtirely, 
by tno law of supply and demand. Hither- 
to tho Messrs. ilai^ijer wc.-ro largo pur- 
chaBors of cattle und" grain this year they 
can purchase more in their own ininie- 
diato vicinit.v than they leipiire. That we 
want an outhd for our two principal ar- 
ticles of export is quite patent, but I 
am afraid wo will have to wait till bona 
fide work is connneueod on the Railroad. 

Th;' spring has been a favorable ono for 
lioth fariiusrs and stock raisers. All 
througil this'nionth we have ha.l light 
l)assiiig showers, w.hi.di are quite? unnstial 
in this dry (dimate. Grass is bettor now 
than it has boon for years, while mauy 
farm. rs will not havo to go to tho expense 
of irrigating.
